MKAF has received great interest 
in its “Zentangle” drawing course, 
or “Drawing for Mindfulness.” This 


method produces an intricate and 
patterned art form that is built one line 
at a time. This open-ended drawing 
activity increases focus and creativity, 
provides artistic satisfaction along 
with an increased sense of personal 
wellbeing. 


Simple “tangles,” or patterns, are 
combined in an unplanned way 
that grows and changes in an 


improvisational style. While the mind is 
engaged in drawing, the body relaxes, 
alleviating stress and anxiety. 


Often, new insights are uncovered 
along with a sense of confidence in 
creative abilities. Some of the other 
courses offered include drumming and 
songwriting specifically adapted for the 
veteran population. 


“The Zentangle art method is not 
only a compelling drawing technique, 
it has proven to be an excellent tool 
for cultivating mindfulness that is 
complementary to other therapies that 
are offered to the warrior population,” 
Ms. Moore said. “As each participant is 
guided through the process of drawing 
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various patterns, it engages their brain 
in a positive way, allowing for them to 
achieve a relaxed focus and a departure 
from other repetitive thoughts. 


“In addition, it is empowering to create 
something new. Our warrior artists are 
often amazed at the results that they 
are able to achieve in one class, often 
with no prior artistic experience.” 


Warrior Arts Program availability 
is dependent on available funding 
sources. Recently, the foundation 
raised over $12,000 with its Warrior 
Wall fundraising campaign in support 
of the initiative. MKAF serves as a 
proactive arts education partner for the 
communities of Okaloosa and Walton 
Counties.

The Pain Never Ebbs = The Tears 
Never Dry - But They Are Proof

Last week, a California man was arrested for 
threatening to assassinate journalists at the Boston 
Globe newspaper. 


In a series of phone calls, the suspect lashed the 
Globe for its editorials critical of Donald Trump and 
parroted a phrase often bellowed by the president: 
“You're the enemy of the people.” 


In one call, the suspect vowed “to kill every f------ one 
of you.” He owned several firearms and, according 
to authorities, had recently purchased a rifle. 


There was a time when I might have read about such 
a case and assumed the person was just another 
fuming, rambling misfit, all bluff. 


I don’t think that way anymore. Now, a story like 
this is desolately chilling. 


Two months ago, a man with a shotgun walked 
into the office of a small Maryland newspaper and 
murdered five people. 


The newspaper is the Capital Gazette in Annapolis. 
Gerald Fischman, the 61-year-old editorial page 


editor, was one of the shooter’s victims. Another was 
a longtime sports writer named John McNamara, 
who was 56. A third was Becky Smith, 34, a sales 
assistant new to her job. 


A fourth victim was Wendi Winters, a popular 
writer and columnist. She was 65. Survivors said 
she yelled and ran at the killer, trying to stop him 
from entering the newsroom. Her actions likely gave 
several staffers time to hide. 


The other name on the list of dead was my only brother, 
Rob, an editor and columnist for the paper. He was 59. 


I mention him last because that’s what he would 
have wanted. He also would have wanted me to 
write more about his colleagues than about him, 
but I didn’t know them personally. 


I wish I had. 


So many compelling tributes to Rob have been 
published since his death that there seems little 
to add. He was six years younger than I am, but 
every spark of shining talent was his own. There 
was nothing I could have taught him—and much I 
could have learned from how he approached his life 
and craft. 
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That My Brother, Rob, Mattered 


We were very close, yet over the years he won 
journalism awards that he never told me about and 
wrote exquisite feature stories that he seldom sent 
to me. As noted by one of the many reporters that 
Rob mentored, he “cringed at compliments.” 


Although he stood 6’5”, it was his kindness and drily 
tuned wit that filled the room. As Jimmy DeButts, 
one of his colleagues, recalled: 


“If you were lucky enough to have a minute with 
Rob, you were the only person in his universe. ... You 
mattered. You were special. You were important.” 


He and I never worked at the same paper. I stayed 
here at the Herald, while Rob’s path took him to 
the Palm Beach Post, the Baltimore Sun and, finally, 
the smaller Capital Gazette, where he became an 
assistant editor and wrote a column. 


He had misgivings about joining management, but I 
knew he’d be terrific in his new role, and I told him so. 


He hated the idea of firing anyone, as editors 
occasionally must do, but even more difficult was 
enacting the broader staff layoffs that have hobbled 
almost every newsroom in the country. That part of 
the job made Rob sick to his stomach, literally. 


What he truly loved about his work was putting out 
the news for the residents of Anne Arundel County 
in Maryland. It was basic hometown journalism, 
joyfully pure. 


The Capital Gazette—often just called The Capital— 
is one of the nation’s oldest papers. In recent days, 
it has covered the burial of Sen. John McCain at the 
Naval Academy, a student art contest celebrating 
the life of abolitionist Frederick Douglass and a 
deadly wrong-way car accident on Route 50. 


I assure you that the reporters and editors who 
worked on those stories aren’t “enemies of the 
people.” My brother wasn’t, either. 


Whether you’re covering the White House or the local 
school board, your job as a journalist is essentially 
the same: Get as much of the truth as you can, 
and present it in a meaningful way to important 
participants in a democracy. 


Your readers, in other words. 


As an editor, Rob wanted to see thorough, informed 
reporting and clear, sharp writing. 


Nothing aggravated him more than fact errors and 
misspellings, though we often laughed about how 
many different ways our last name got mangled by 
those in our own profession.

Rob wasn’t as caustic and jaded as I am, and his 
style was more personal. The last column he sent 
to me was about our mom, who passed away two 
summers ago. It was poignant and funny, but it 
choked me up so much that the best I could manage 
was an email reply: 


“That’s truly a wonderful piece, man. It’s really all I 
can say right now. God, I miss her, too.” 


That was May 30. Four weeks later, Rob was dead. 


The twisted little creep who killed him and his 
colleagues held a long grudge against The Capital, 
the details of which had no connection to any of 
the victims. In 2011, the man pleaded guilty to 
harassing a woman, and the newspaper had 
accurately reported the circumstances. 


A flaky libel suit that the stalker filed had long 
ago been tossed out of court, but he continued 
threatening staff members online. I recall Rob 
mentioning it to me once or twice; he sounded 
concerned, but then the threats abated. 


On June 28, the day of the murders, the shooter 
mailed letters to The Capital’s former attorney, a 
judge and an appeals court. In the letters, which 
arrived after the crime, the shooter declared he was 
heading to the newspaper to kill everyone there. 


That’s probably what would have happened if he’d 
taken an assault rifle instead of a shotgun. The 
time it took him to reload bought several precious 
seconds for the six employees who survived. The 
police arrived swiftly and found the gunman hiding 
under a desk. 


I know enough about my brother’s final moments to 
realize I don’t want to know anymore. 


He and I chose a career that in these times requires 
writing about mass shootings in ghastly detail and 
with sickening frequency. As I write these words, 
police are swarming the scene of a fatal multiple 
shooting in downtown Cincinnati. 


And only two weeks ago, a young contestant at a 
video-game tournament in Jacksonville, Florida, 
killed two people, wounded nine others and then 
shot himself. 


If he were still alive, Rob and I would have been on 
the phone talking about these acts of bloody lunacy, 
as we talked after Columbine, Sandy Hook, Las 
Vegas and too many others. The Stoneman Douglas 
massacre was particularly shocking, because I, 
Rob and our sisters had attended Plantation High 
School, not far from Parkland. 


When my brother and I discussed these tragedies, 
we spoke not as hard-bitten reporters trying to 
analyze a hideous crime, but as fathers trying to 
figure out what kind of a country we were leaving to 
our children, and their children. 


Rob was murdered on his wife’s birthday. He had 
placed Maria’s gift on the dining room table before 
driving to the newsroom for the last time. 


Now our family is part of the fast-growing, long- 
grieving community of those whose lives have been 
torn apart by gun violence. Every spouse, parent, 


sibling or child of a victim has soul-wrenching 
stories to tell, like ours, about the beloved and 
irreplaceable person they’ve lost. 


The pain never ebbs. The tears never dry. The awful 
cosmic questions never get answered. 


My brother wasn’t shot because he was in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. He was shot because he 
was exactly where he was supposed to be, where he 
wanted to be, editing a newspaper on deadline for 
the readers in a town he loved. 


He was shot because he was a journalist, and for no 
other reason. You can go online and find more than 
a few yammering fascists who think that’s perfectly 
OK here in the United States of America, in the year 
2018. 


The guy who threatened to shoot up the Boston 
Globe plainly held that view. 


Yet the people of Anne Arundel County don’t view 
their daily paper as the enemy. A community fund 
to benefit the families of the slain Capital Gazette 
staffers already has raised almost $1 million. 


Scholarships in Rob’s name and for other victims 
have been set up at the Philip Merrill College of 
Journalism at the University of Maryland in College 
Park, where my brother taught a reporting class. 


A fine novel that he finished, Float Plan, is being 
published on Sept. 15 by Apprentice House Press. 


The proceeds will go to Everytown for Gun Safety, a 
group founded by former New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg. 


These are positive things that have buoyed my 
brother’s wife and their three grown children, and 
will help carry them forward. As the Parkland 
survivors and families can tell you, there will forever 
be days when it all still seems impossible, unreal, 
unendurable. 


Each of us struggles with overwhelming loss in 
our own way, so I wrote a column, which, after an 
eternity in this business, is all I know how to do. 
It would have been a better piece if Rob had been 
here looking over my shoulder. By now he would 
have gently told me to wrap it up, for God’s sake. 


Sol will, by borrowing from his friend Jimmy DeButts. 


My brother mattered. He was special. He was 
important. 


And he still is. They all are. 

That’s a fact.

We're here at the slowest time of the 
year for the parks. July 4th must be 
impressive. 


The place is amazing. All these people 
and no mention of politics. Alabama 
football hats and shirts outnumber all 
other schools combined. 


How did they build this place? Aside 
from environmental concerns—I’ve 
read the book by Carl Hiaasen, and it is 
brutal—how did they put this together? 


I marvel at how 80-story buildings get 
built in Manhattan. How did they get 
through a permitting process? How 
did they get built in between two other 
80-story buildings? I can’t imagine 
how this place was put together. 


This place covers 40 square miles— 
the size of San Francisco. 


Who came up with the plastic wrist 
thingies? You just tap in on stuff, and 
you get charged at the end of your stay. 


You tap it on a Cinderella dress and 
for $159, you got it. Tap it on a Buzz

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Robert Wayne’s Wild Eyed Dream

Country music found Robert Wayne 
Walkup by way of his family’s record 
player cabinet. “I can just remember 
being around five years old, and from 
what I can remember, we had about five 
albums in there,” he tells Beachcomber. 
“And I look back now, and I see now 
how big of an influence those records 
had on what I’m doing even today.” 


Merle Haggard, Waylon Jennings, 
Kenny Rogers, Elvis Pressley and KISS 
made up the five contrasting albums— 
and the foundation of Walkup’s love for 
music. “I remember just playing them 
and knowing every word by heart. I can 
remember being maybe a little over the 
top. I don’t think we had headphones 
at that time. So, I remember my mom 
and dad saying, ‘Okay, that’s enough 
for right now. Let’s put that away. We’re 
going to turn this off for a little while.” 


Those fond memories were the 
inspiration for the title track of Walkup’s 
recent album, Wild Eyed Dream. 


“That song is about being at a young 
age, listening to the radio and dreaming 
about maybe one day writing a song 
and getting to hear it come playing back 
at me,” Walkup says. He was a recent 
finalist in NASHNext, a competition for 
aspiring country stars via Cumulus 
Media’s radio markets. 


“That was fulfilled with this contest 
that I was in. NASH 105, they played 
my song ‘Fine Fine Day.’ That was a 
cool moment, to be driving down the 
road and then you’re being announced 
on the radio and actually getting to 
hear it. So that was a lifelong dream 
come true.” 


If you scroll through Walkup’s personal 
Facebook account, it is easy to see one 
of his biggest supporters is his son. In 
one video, you can see Bobby Walkup 
beaming as he listens to his dad’s song 
getting airplay. 


“Oh, yeah, that’s my son, Bobby.” 
Walkup says. “We’ve written songs 
together and we do shows. You know, 
it started off just in our own house, 
and I’d found that if we made up songs 
together, I could keep him from doing 
things—I could keep his attention. So 
we used to write just silly songs and 
then we’ve written some pretty serious 
songs, too. But to be able to have that 
experience in the family...he’s excited 
about it.” 


Walkup may have always been drawn 
to music, beginning with that limited 


collection of records in his childhood 
home, but the drive to do more came 
later. “I was in my later teens and early 
20s and to the point where I decided 
to move to Nashville. I lived there for 
about six years and really got a great 
education about the music business 
and songwriting. I had some ‘close but 
no cigar’ moments when I was there. 


“And then, you know, having a young 
family and getting started, I kind of was 
like, Oh, I need to get a real job. So I 
just kind of put it on a back burner for 
a little while. I focused on a career, I 
guess other than the music. I was still 
dabbling in the music, still writing 
songs.” 


In time, that dabbling grew. “I guess 
it was probably about eight years ago 
that I decided to start recording just for 
the fun of it. And then I got the bug 
to get a band back together. I’d say for 
the last eight years, I’ve just really been 
having a lot of fun with performing live 
and recording music and writing new 
music with new friends or writers. 


“Things just kinda keep climbing, and 
I’m like, hey, I’m just gonna keep going 
through any door of opportunity and 
see where this leads me and just have 
a blast along the way.” 


When asked about his first forays into 
songwriting, Walkup admits, “I can’t 
remember, really, too much about it. I 
don’t think it was a very good song. But 
it was good enough to make me want to

go to Nashville, so I guess I'l claim it 
and take it. 


“Probably one of my biggest, favorite 
things that’s happened is I get to be 
friends with Ricky Lee Phelps.” Phelps 
was the original vocalist with the 
Kentucky Headhunters, the band that 
won Grammy, ACM and CMA awards 
for their double platinum debut album 
Pickin’ on Nashville. 


“Maybe about six or seven years ago, I 
was able to meet him and we’ve become 
good friends. We’ve done shows together, 
and we’ve written some songs together as 
well. We actually cut (the Headhunters 
song) ‘Dumas Walker’ on my new album. 
That’s a pretty big highlight for me.” 


Phelps also receives co-producer credit 
on Walkup’s album. “He was kind 
enough to, kind of, push a couple songs 
my way that made it to this album. I 
can’t thank him enough. And certainly 
the co-producer, Kyle Lehning—he 
brought the whole Nashville connection. 
He produced every record that Randy 
Travis ever recorded. So, he’s been in 
Nashville, and he brought together the 
musicians and it was a just phenomenal 
experience, to say the least.” 


Walkup and his band continue to play 
locally and regionally in support of Wild 
Eyed Dream. The album can be found 
on all digital platforms.

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The Living Legacy of the Beal Street Bottle Club

The Beal Street Bottle Club (BSBC) 
was founded by Gwen D’Vyne and 
EdMo Lanier in May 2010. This 
club-art gallery-live music venue- 
restaurant was the incubator for 
creative expression. The BSBC was 
owned and operated by EdMo and 
Gwen for four and a half years. Gwen 
and EdMo sold the club in 2014 so 
they could focus their efforts on their 
personal musical evolution. 


Eight years later, a day doesn’t pass 
without someone saying “I sure miss 
the Bottle Club.” It is amazing to 
reflect on the talent that was fostered 
and the friendships that were forged 
in such a short period of time. 


Some people remember the 
Wednesday Night Fam Jam, others 
remember Thursday Night Express 
Yourself—dedicated to spoken word 
and open mic. Friday night jazz shows 
and Saturday night blues shows both 
featured local and regional talent. 
People gathered on Sundays for the 
NuWine worship service, hosted by 
“The Love Bomb.” 


Among the talent that graced the 
stage—Smilin’ Fritz Froeschner, 
Traylin Gastone, Fly Dents, Andy 
Durand, Cheryl and Denny Jones, 
Kathy Lyon, Ike Bartley, Al Alvarado, 
Blue Lew and Nora, Obliq’ and Kevin 
Price of Strange Tang, the Forrest 
Williams Band, Donnie Sundal and 
Derwin Perkins, and Act4Murder (now 
Act4Mystery). 


The BSBC was the first stage Season 
Ammons played when she moved to 
the area from Texas. DJs Cool Ice 
Water, Mickey Bro Daz and Nighthawk 
entertained the late night dance 
crowd. Blues legend J.B. Lawson was 
a regular on the BSBC stage. 


Trumpet player Dr. Brian Taylor got 
his start at the club when he moved 
here from New York. Patrons also got 
to see southern soul artist Alonzo 
Reid, Danny Clay’s Luther Vandross 
tribute show, The Blenders, Latin 
Traffic by DJ Taino, Stephanie Pettis 
and Rio, Titus Tucker, The Swinging 
Harpoons, Michael J Thomas, Vibe 
Irie, Tribe Zion, Tomato, Mixture and 
the Industry, Funky Projekt Band... 


the list goes on and on.

Lionel C “The Showstopper” was 
driving a gravel truck when a friend 
brought him to the club. Lionel 
auditioned a capella and became a 
favorite on the BSBC lineup. He met 
his wife (and Gwen’s cousin) Sheila 
at the club. They are now married 
and blessing people at 10 assisted 
living facilities in the FWB, Niceville 
and Pensacola areas. They also 
play local clubs and private parties. 
They blend performing with DJ and 
karaoke, and their music is their 
ministry—R&B style. 


EdMo and Gwen met Gino Rosaria 
at a Pensacola Jazz Society event. 
He quickly became part of the Beal 
Street Bottle Club core band and 
played every Friday night for several 
years.

artists under her direction have now 
started poetry jams from Atlanta to 
Mobile.

Lamberts Take to the Road to 


Celebrate 30 Years — Part I

It was a trip my husband Scott and I had 
been planning for a while to celebrate our 30th 
anniversary, a 10-day journey that took us from 
Fort Walton Beach to Tennessee, Kentucky, Indiana, 
Illinois and Missouri, and back to Tennessee. The 
first half of our anniversary trip is told here. 


JACK DANIEL DISTILLERY - LYNCHBURG, 
TENNESSEE 


We left early on a Wednesday morning and took 
I-65 to Huntsville, Alabama, and then headed 
to Lynchburg, Tennessee off Tennessee 55-E. 
Lynchburg is a small town and a dry county. A 
shuttle bus transported us to the Jack Daniel 
Distillery. 


Jasper Newton Daniel, known as Jack, introduced 
the world to Old No. 7, charcoal-mellowed Tennessee 
Whiskey in 1864 and officially established the Jack 
Daniel Distillery in 1866. 


We bought tickets ($20 each) for the Flight of Jack 
Distillery Tour. The tour lasted 90 minutes and was 
led by a very knowledgeable tour guide. It is a great 
walking tour, but accommodations are available for 
those who cannot walk. 


We saw the Cave Spring where spring water comes 
from, and barrels of whiskey being made. We ended 


our tour with a visit to the Barrel House, where 
we sipped five of the most popular whiskeys and 
liqueurs. These included Jack Daniel Tennessee 
Whiskey, Tennessee Fire, and my favorite, Tennessee 
Honey. There is also a dry tour for those who do not 
drink. 


It’s a beautiful area in the south hills of central 


Tennessee and just an hour and a half south of 
Nashville. Check it out at JackDaniels.com.

NASHVILLE 


Upon arrival in Nashville, we met friends for dinner 
downtown at J. Alexander’s Redlands Grill on West 
End Avenue near Vanderbilt University and across 
from the Parthenon, a full-scale reproduction of 
the ancient Parthenon in Greece. It is a casual 
restaurant with good food and reasonable prices. 
After dinner, we drove downtown on Broadway, also 
known as Nashville’s Honky Tonk Highway, which 
has live country music 24 hours a day. 


The morning after our arrival in Nashville, we 
went to the Musicians Hall of Fame and Museum 
located in the Nashville Municipal Auditorium. The 
Rolling Stones Exhibit, “Exhibitionism,” was there 
from April until the end of August. We took that 
tour and the tour of the Hall of Fame for $39.50 
each. The Rolling Stones exhibit included costumes, 
guitars and instruments used by the band, and a 
3D video of the Stones performing “(I Can’t Get No) 
Satisfaction.” 


The Musicians Hall of Fame and Museum is the 
only museum that honors musicians who played 
on some of the greatest recordings ever. Exhibits 
include Jimi Hendrix, Buddy Holly, Sun Studios, 
and Motown. It was full of instruments used by 
famous musicians such as the Los Angeles-based 
Wrecking Crew and the Muscle Shoals Swampers, 
along with hundreds of others.

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CHURCHILL DOWNS - LOUISVILLE, KENTUCKY 


From Nashville, we took I-65 to Louisville, about a 
two-and-a-half-hour drive. Our first visit was to the 
Churchill Downs Racetrack and Kentucky Derby 
Museum. General Admission was $15 per person 
for the Historic Walking Tour and the Museum. 


The 30-minute guided tour includes a look back at 
the history and areas of Churchill Downs. (Did you 
know that Secretariat’s heart weighed 22 pounds?) 
The tour covers the track, grandstand, and paddock 
area. The museum holds two floors of exhibits, a 
360-degree video experience, and interactive family- 
friendly exhibits. We had lunch in the Derby Café, 
which was very good and had reasonable prices.

Samuel’s in Crestview Is the Go-to 
Place for Steaks and Much More 


My family and | ate at Samuel’s Roadhouse in 
Crestview on Sunday, Labor Day Eve, a calculated 
risk. We arrived just early enough (around 5:30 
PM). The place was nearly full, but there were 
some free four-top tables. By the time we had our 
drinks and ordered an appetizer, the waiting area 
was packed. If you are bringing a large party, I 
would advise calling ahead. 


The restaurant sits off the main road, on a small 
hill. The spacious waiting area is inside the door. 
There’s a main dining room, with booths and 
tables, an adjoining dining room, more tables in 
the bar (marked “Saloon”), and a room set aside for 
banquets and private meetings. 


The decor is a mix of Americana and Hollywood 
Western, done in beige and brown, with posters, 
paintings, and wood paneling. Country and Country 
Western music constitutes the soundtrack. When 
full, it can get a little loud, but it’s happy noise. 


Our friendly server (Jesse) brought us menus. 
Samuel’s offers a lot of stuff. There are appetizers, 
salads, sandwiches, steak burgers, soup, 
jambalaya, chicken and pork, but the emphasis is 
on straight-up, open flame-grilled steaks. Samuel’s 
steak list includes ribeye, New York strip, filet, 
chopped steak, and country fried steak. There are 
also specials, but steak was why we’d come. 


Appetizer choices include deep fried or sautéed 
crab claws, spicy deep-fried Boom Boom shrimp, 
mozzarella sticks, fried mushrooms, onion rings, 
potato soup, and fried or sautéed crawfish tails. 
We got the crawfish, deep-fried. 


One thing I have noticed about dining in a busy 
restaurant is that, while you might have to wait 
a few more minutes for your food, when it comes, 
it’s usually fresh and very hot (the servers have 
to keep everything moving and cleared). Such was 
the case with the crawfish. The tails were too hot 
to handle right away, but a fork solved that, and 
the spicy sauce on the side added more bite to the 
tender and crunchy morsels. There were plenty to 
share. 


My daughter Grace ordered a kid’s meal of pizza, 
with (surprisingly) green beans. My wife chose a 
12-ounce ribeye, I ordered a nine-ounce filet. For 
sides we each got a salad, with a twice-baked 
potato for me and a baked sweet potato for my wife. 


Between the app and the salads Jesse brought out 
a small hot loaf of black pumpernickel bread with 
butter. It was gone by the time the salads showed 
up. Grace even ate some. They do a fine mixed 
salad, with a wide range of dressings. 


By this time it was standing room only in the lobby 
area. Even so, neither we (nor anyone else I could 
see) were rushed or ignored. Jesse had a number 
of tables to cover, including one with around 12 
diners (some of them kids), but he saw to our 
requirements without having to be flagged down. 
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The entrees came, all at the same time. My daughter’s 
pizza was hot (she waits for everything to cool, even 
ice cream). Both steaks were done as requested. 
The kitchen seasons its steaks with what they call a 
“signature sauce” (ingredients not revealed). Whatever 
is in it, you really don’t need any other sauce. 


Both cuts were lean and tender, the ribeye nicely 
chewy and my filet perfectly tender. For $23, that’s 
a great deal on filet. My twice-baked potato—an old- 
time steakhouse classic—brought back memories of 
eating out with my parents in Ohio. My wife ate all 
her sweet potato, which can be ordered with butter 
and/or brown sugar as well. 


Other main course options include surf and turf 
with steak, shrimp, oysters, chicken, fish or lobster 
tail, fried or grilled fish or shrimp, fried oysters, 
fried seafood combos, red snapper, grilled lobster 
tail, grilled or fried chicken, St. Louis style pork 
ribs, and combos of ribs with steak or chicken. 


Sandwich options are grilled or fried fish or chicken; 
bacon cheddar ranch chicken; pepper jack chicken; 
and classic, BBQ, mushroom and swiss, pepper 
jack, black and blue (cheese), and surf and turf 
burgers. Dinner salads come with chicken, steak, 
crawfish, or shrimp, and there are vegetable plates 
of four to six vegetable combinations. 


Dessert choices were cheesecake, key lime pie, 
peach cobbler, and a brownie with ice cream and

chocolate sauce. My daughter and I shared the 
creamy New York-style cheesecake. 


Samuel’s food is great, and the entire staff is hard 
working, organized and well-coordinated. It’s a go-to 
kind of place.
